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THE POISONING OF 
RIVERS. 


——_——_____+_4-_—_______ 
DESTRUCTION OF TROUT 
AND SALMON 
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Fishery Conservators in South Kerry are 
trying to trace individuals who in one or two 
cases have recently poisoned some of the 
South Kerry salmon rivers. It is stated that 
these people employ a plant of the iris type 
known locally as spurge. ‘Ihe leaves of this 
plant are crushed between stones to a pulp, 
and this is placed ™ a sack at the point 
where a stream or river flowing rapidiy over 
Shallow stony. bed enters. one or other of 
the lakes. ‘This operation is carried out at 
night time, and the men concerned stand 
knee deep in the water, and tread the sack 
with their feet 

Fish which are not poisoned immediately 
make back down the river away trom the 
noxious inflow. It is believed that the extra- 
ordinary scarcity of trout and salmon in some 
of the South Kerry rivers is due to these 
' sportsmen,’ 4 

The use of spurge and lime in this con- 
nection dates back to beyond the early 19th 
century, and it ts mentioned in a number 
of Acts of Parhament from 1840 onwards, 
heavy penalties being imposed, with a view 
to its suppression. Fish killed in this manner 
are not poisoned in the sense that they are 
unfit ior human consumption. The effect on 
the fish is to stifle them, and they almost 
immediately rise to the surface and float life- 
lessly in midstream, being picked up without 
difficulty. It is poaching of a particularly 
reprehensible kind for its ruinous effect on 
rivers. 

As this is a matter that is nommally dealt 
with by the Fishery Conservators in the areas 
affected, it has mot, at any rate up to the

continents. Every one of the Polar expeditions of the last fifty years was 
supplied with, Cork butter; and during that time Irish beef, bacon, mutton 
and eggs have been rightly rated among the luxury products of the age. 

Irish goods are still held in this high esteem throughout the world, for 
there are many products—especially those of food value or a nutritive 
nature—that we make better than any other nation. Unfortunately, 
however, commercial relations are not normal, and owing to “currency 
fluctuations and other factors that were the outcome of the Great War, 
almost all the smaller nations of the world have perforce taken unto them- 
selves the creed of self-sufhciency, together with its imposed doctrines of 
restrictions, tariff walls, prohibitions and fiscal embargoes.

A DISTINCTIVE feature of the Free 
TÁ = State’s industrial drive is decentrali- 
sation. Instead of concentrating industry 
in and ‘around the Irish Capital, it has 
been the object, as far as possible, to erect 
factories and manufactories in the rural 
areas, and thus retain in their own 
localities workers who would otherwise 
drift or migrate to the metropolis or the 
larger cities. . 

A great many of the new factories which 
depend for their raw materials upon im- 
ported goods have naturally been erected 
upon sites close to docks and harbours; in 
this way the maritime counties now have 
as many as five or six new factories each. 

HEAVY INDUSTRIES. 

Generally speaking, it is to the com- 
paratively large cities that the heavier in- 
dustries have gone. This is because the 
larger cities and towns are usually, or 
have been, the home of some already estab- 
lished industry. Within their boundaries, 
or within easy reach of them, there are, 
in consequence, many young men whose 
fathers, having been chemselves employed 
in industry, have bequeathed to them an 
intelligence and outlook that is at once 
capable of grasping technical details, as 
well as rapidly transforming energies into 
constructional work. 

In the problem of training Irish workers 
to produce, in as short a time as possible, 
goods of equal or better quality than those 
previously imported, this type of labour 
has been found particularly suitable.

On glancing over a pamphlet which

To the 
farmer and the gardener the daisy is a 
noxious weed, which farm stock will not 
eat, and which supplants the grass in 
pasture land.

From the 
botanist’s point of view, however, the 
daisy is one of the most perfect of com- 
pound flowers. It is described by one old 
writer as ‘“‘such a wanderer that it must 
have one of the first flowers that 
straved and grew outside the Garden of 
Eden,’’ while its rim streaked with red 
suggested to him that “it might have 
grown in the blood of ancient battle- 
fields.”

Why 
then, he asked himself, swell the heca- 
tomb unnecessarily. He turned Crown 
informer on his own band and was granted 
a free pardon for securing their arrest, 
Eleven of his followers were tried, con- 
victed and executed.

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IN Great Britain last year the number 
of fatal road accidents was less than 
in 1934. In Northern Ireland also the 
roads were safer than in the previous year. 
But. in the Free State 226 persons were 
killed, as compared with 191 in the 
previous year, 

The authorities in Great Britain are 
striving to reduce the number of aceidents, 
and motorists are being impressed with 
the fact that it is better to drive safely. 
No such effort is being made in the Free 
State. Our record of accidents in pro- 
portion to the population may be better 
than England’s, but the fact remains that 
England's record is improving—a matter 
for satisfaction—whereas ours last year 
got worse. It is the duty of everyone to 
be concerned about this matter. 

Pedestrians, cyclists and horse-drivers 
all can play their part in making the 
roads safer, but probably the greatest 
responsibility is the motorist’s; for his is 
the fastest vehicle. Almost every day in 
Dublin one sees quite clearly that there 
are many motorists without any sense of 
moral responsibility. They take no pre- 
cautions at crossings or road junctions ; 
they ignore the fact that  pedes

the cheap oil hawker has not 
appearance, but in England, Í 
am told, this type of door-to-door can- 
vasser is a familiar figure in many dis- 
tricts. He offers drums of lubricating oil 
at prices well below those usually charged 
for well-known makes. 

A warning about these hawkers has been 
issued stating that some of the drums 
offered bear the grade marks of well- 
known makers, and the contents of them, 
except to an expert eye, appear little 
different from a high-grade lubricant, so 
that the unwary motorist might imagine 
that he was getting a bargain in genuine 
branded oil. 

The use of cheap oil is usually false 
economy. There can be no standardisa- 
tion of low-grade oils, and they usually 
vary widely in quality. Their detrimental 
effects may not be detected immediatel) 
in the running of a motor car, yet all the 
time they are in the sump they may be 
forming excessive carbon, their harmful 
constituents may be causing engine Wear, 
and by failing to effect, as all oils should, 
protection against corrosion, they may lb 
allowing the cylinders to be eaten away.

Sin.—With your kind permission I would 
like to develop the proposal which I made 
at, yesterday’s ordinary general meeting tha‘ 
the arrears of dividend for the year 1935 on 
the 4 per cent. Guaranteed Pref. Stock 
might be paid out of the balance of £191,760 
which is still available in respect of the 
compensation paid under the Irish Railways 
(Settlement of Clarmms) Act, 1321. 

Ignoring the carry forward from 1934 the 
balance available for the payment of divi- 
dends in 1955 was £185,083, as compared 
with £148,092 on the same basis for 1934. 
This shows an increase of £36,991. notwith- 
standing the loss of the Government Grant 
in respect of the baronial guaranteed under- 
takings.

THE ABYSSINIAN WAR

WATERFORD ACCOUNTS 
AND LEASES

INUMBER of criticisms of the Water- 
A ford Corporation affairs is contained 
in the reporL otf Mr. Sean O’ Hurley, 
Local Government Departm at Auditer, which 
has just been issued: Having set out a state- 
ment of accounts, the Auditor goes on to 
state that there was an excess of estimates 
over expenditure of £11,649 16s. 2d. The 
report states :— 

‘* The rating position is no; reflected in the 
accounts, as on an 188 rate the Council in- 
creased its credit balance by £11,649 16s. 2d. 
in the two years under audit, while at the 


same time the payments show an average 


annual increase of £10,140 6s. 10d, in each 
of the years under audit as compared with 
the payments for the year 1932, for which 
year a rate of 18s. was also struck.” 

Other extracts are :—‘‘ There were 994 Cor- 
poration lettings and holdings (comprising 
leases, tithes and annual rentals) which had 


expired, or for some reason had ceased to 


vield the rent reg for in the rental, and 
In wna t of which I had not been previously 
provided with an explanation as to how these 
properties had been disposed of. Now the 
borough Treasurer has provided me with a 
ertified statement as to their disposal. I 
ave checked this statement with the new 
lettings entered in the rental in 1934, and 
nd that all new lettings have been offset 
against the expired leases. When questioned 

to whether all the properties which were 
struck out of the rental had been fully ac- 
ounted for in the return of new lettings 
nd other explanations submitted to me, the 
orongh Treasurer stated that. to the best 
i his knowledge and belief, they had been, 
ut since there was no up-to-date map of the 
properties he could not swear to the state-

FIAING OF RENTS 

“In 43 cases appearing in the rent accounts 
the Borough Treasurer fixed the rents, and, 
although some such rents continued in opera- 
tion for many years—and some are stil] in 
operation—the approval of the Council was 
never sought to the rents so fixed. When 
asked to explain this rather unusual pro- 
edure, the Borough Treasurer stated that 
ir to his time custom had established the 
. and he continued it. In this con- 
tion there were three lettings made by the 
ugh Treasurer, the accounts for which 
not presented to me, and only that I 
informed from other sources I would not 
have known of the existence of these 
| cies, The Borough Treasurer was 
apparently aware of these omissions and he 
| not report them to me, as he should have 
done. When omissions such as these are not 
reported to me by the Borough Treasurer it 
Is only natural I should fee] that there mav be 
further omissions from these accounts of which 
Í am not aware and have no means of detecting, 
since there are no Council records of such 
iettings to guide me. One of these lettings 
was made to a member of the Council in 
1925, and no rent had been collected on it 
until 1955, when ten years’ rent, amounting 
to £150, was paid and a receipt issued. In 
the other case there were two vacancies. one 
following the other, the first dating from 
March, 1926. In respect of the first a sum 
amounting to £50 net was credited in the 
Council's cash book on the 16-5-'35. and in 
the second case £26 11s. 1d. net was credited in 
the cash book on 7-1-'36—the combined total 
representing 84 vears’ rent to 70-9-'34, but no 

receipt was issued in either case. 


MISSING DOCUMENTS 


A lease was granted to a member of the 
Council, the particulars of which I was un- 
able to check. The minute referring to the 
lease did not contain the terms of the 
lease, but simply granted it subject 
to the terms contained, in the Borough 
Treasurer's report. I asked the Borough 
Treasurer for his report to enable me to 

« the terms of the lease, but he was un- 
able to produce it. I next asked the late 
Town Clerk for his copy of the report. He 
informed me he had a copy, but on looking 
through his file he found that his copy was 
missing, and told me he was unable to ex- 
plain its disappearance. 1 then applied to 

e Borough Surveyor for his copy. He in- 
formed me he should have a copy, but when 

oked through his files he found his copy 

missing, also. Finally, 1 applied to 

Law Adviser for his copy, and he told 
me that, as well as he could remember, he 
never received a copy of the report, and was 
unable to say how, or from whom, he got 
the particulars from which he prepared the 
lease. | find it difficult to understand how 
the report, which is an essential part of the 
wtnutes of the Council, granting a lease of 
valuable property, comes to be missing from 
all four principal officials’ files. This was the 
only lease granted, the full terms of which 
were not recorded in the Council’s minutes. 

A considerable number of leases and 
thes would appear to have been taken over 

the Land Commission, in respect of which 
er purchase money nor bounty in lieu 
rent was received, 


RENT ARREARS 

““The arrears of these accounts are consider- 
able, standing at £9,101 7s. 10d. When asked 
to explain the non-collection of these arrears, 
the Borough Treasurer and Law Adviser 
stated that they had been interfered with by 
individual members of the Council in collect- 
ing some of them. I do not regard this as 
a satisfactory explanation. 

“ Most of these arrears are of long stand- 
ing, and cover 223 accounts. In 55 accounts 
there is only one gale due, amounting to 
£296 13s. 7d. in all; 28 accounts cover two 
gales, amounting to £323 19s. Od. in all; and 
there are one hundred and fifty accounts 
covering from three to thirty-three gales, and 
totalling £8,480 15s. 3d. Three accounts 
‘neluded in the arrears cover £1,220 15s. 11d., 


£959 15s, 3d. and £1,283 19s. Od., respectively. 


In the first case, I understand that a settle- 
ment has since been arrived at. In the 


second case proceedings were instituted after 


twelve vears, and dropped. No rent has 
heen paid in this case since September, 
1921. and in the third case nothing definite 
has been done so far, and no rent was paid 
since November, 1933.”

Approximately 400 
workers are affected, but according to the 
latest reports all these workers may not be 
called out, as individual firms have expressed 
their willingness.to negotiate a settlement. 

Last Saturday the Department of Industry 
and Commerce approached the unions in- 
volved—the lrish Seamen's and Port Workers’ 
Union and the Irish Women Workers’ Union 
—with a view to having the notices post- 
poned for a week. 

Information was also conveyed to the 
unions by some of their members that they 
had been approached by their employers, who 
had expressed a desire for negotiations. 

In the absence of any direct proposal from 
the emplovers’ association, however, it was 
decided that the strike notices, wluch were 
served a fortnight ago, would. be put into 
operation. 

A final meeting of the workers was held 
yesterday at the offices of the lrish Seamen's 
and Port Workers’ Union, 192 Pearse street. 
This meeting was addressed by Mr. A. Byrne, 
delegate, who instructed the various staffs 
to report for picket duty to-day. Mr. "Byrne 
stated that he understood that the members 
of ‘a third union in the employment of one 
firm would also be called out on strike. 

About six Dublin factories will be involved 
in the dispute, which is concerned with wages 
and conditions. 

The demand served by the unions is for.a 


25 per ceut. increase in the wages paid to 
male workers, with a minimum of 50s. for a 
44-hour week, and standardised rates for the 
female employes.

as the sovereign authority of the Irish 
people.” 

The national assembly must include repre- 
sentation from the six county area, whether 
elected or selected. Candidates elected will 
be bound not to attend any Parliament which 
is not the Parliament of the Republic of Ire- 
land.

TEACHING THROUGH 
IRISH 


NATIONAL TEACHERS' 
STRONG PROTEST 


———

i T= time had come when the teachers 


must speak out. No one would 
deny the Irish language a prominent 
place in the school, but when teaching 
through Irish is forced to the extent of 
becoming a danger to the progress of educa- 
tion, it is time to cali a halt. If they had 
not reached that point, they were fast ap- 
proaching it, and there was a consensus of 
opinion amongst the teachers that the con- 
tinuous teaching of a new language to 
children of tender years imposes such a 
strain upon them as to be almost criminal.” 
This was a statement, made at a meeting 
of national teachers here to-day, by Mr. D. 
Kelleher, of the Central Executive Commit- 
tee of the 1.N.1.0. Continuing, he said 
that when Irish was the sole medium of in- 
struction the children become tired and list- 
less, and the teacher’s efforts were wasted. 
The introduction of a proportion of English 
would relieve the strain. The present method 
of teaching through Irish results in the 
child, instead of being trained in clear think- 
ing, getting a number of hazy ideas and 
developing habits of restlessness and in- 
difference instead of keenness, and this was 
bound to have a detrimental effect on 
character. 


“ DISASTROUS ” 


It also had a harmfu) reaction on the 
teacher, who found after a hard year’s work 
that there was very little ground covered, 
and that what had been done had been done 
imperfectly. Sometimes they saw an an- 
rouncement that a school where the teaching 
is wholly through Insh had better examina- 
tion results than a school where some Eng- 
lish is used. Rightly or wrongly, he believed 
that the public is not always given a true 
picture ip this matte:, and that if there 
was a genuine and straightforward inquiry 
the revelations would be as sad as they 
would be disastrous. He had been teaching 
through the medium of Irish for the past 
seven years, and he could not. understand 
the attitude of the Department. The time 
had come for some very plain speaking, but 
there was a conspiracy of silence about it in 
official quarters and he was sorry to say 
amongat the teachers themselves. 


“ HYPOCRISY AND CHAOS” 

It would be discussed at the forthcoming 
teachers congress in Killarney, and a move- 
ment would there be instituted to put sanity 
and honesty instead of hypocrisy and chaos 
into the minds of the administrators of educa- 
tion in this country, and into the minds of 
many of these pseudo educationists and the 
armchair language enthusiasts with which the 
country is infested. He hoped the I.N.T.O., 
would be the spearhead in puttnig an end 
to the tomfoolery about the teaching of 
Lrish. 

Other speakers were Alderman Corish, 
T.D.; Messrs. T. Frisby, C.E.C.; Gerald 
Hurley, B.A., Lady s Island (who presided), 
and M. Murhy, Cushinstown. 

Resolutions were adopted demanding 
restoration of the salary cuts, . protesting 
against teaching through Irish, and demand. 
ing security of tenure for the teacher in his 
employment.

THE FAILURE 
DEMOCRACY 
Geall 
INCREASE OF JUVENILE 
DELINQUENCY 


‘Democracy has failed because it was in 
disciplined and unwise. The undoing of the 
harm done is going to cost the world dear, 
and it 1s by nu means certain that when the 
task is accomplished our European civilisation 
will have survived,” said the Rev. P. J. 
Gannon, 5.J., preaching at St. Francis 
Xavier's Church, Gardiner street, yesterday, 
m the second of his Lenten lectures, on the 
text, “Honour thy father and thy mother, 
that thou mayest be long-lived upon the land 
that the Lord thy God shall give thee.”’ 
(ki codus x., 12.) 

The most astonishing feature of the political 
world to-day, he said, was the downfall of 
democracy. And the downfall was nearly 
universal; for even where the form survived 
tha spirit had evaporated, and rival systems 
had made their challenge more and more felt 

Everywhere they saw the will of the people 
invoked only to be flouted;: for the people, 
deceived by false promises, awakened to find 
that they had a new master more despotic 
than the old. 

Was there not, he asked, some via media 
between encrusted conservatism and sub. 
versive anarchy’? When a system had outlived 
its usefulness was there no means of pre- 
serving the real values it created! In the 
oll day civilisation perished at the hands of 
nomads from without; to-day our civilisation 
was perishing at the hands of nomads from 
within. Man could not arbitrarily proclaim 
that he personally did not recognise a given 
form of Government, and was, therefore, not 
bound by its laws; nor was he free to plot in 
secret its abolition by bomb and gua. The 
very heart of the problem lay there. 

It was certain that juvenile delinquency 
to-day was definitely on the increase In- 
stances of perfectiy appalling depravity, 
callousness, and almost bestial brutality were 
before the Courts, where the culprits were 
still in their teens. And, in general, voung 
boys and girls just out cf school were more 
inclined, since the Great. War, to run amok, 
This was more marked in the case of young 
girls. It was idle to deny that even here in 
Ireland young folk, and particularly young 
girls, in large numbers had broken away from 
old restraints and learned to despise old 
maxims of conduct. Primary education ended 
at fourteen years of age, and the vast majority 
of young people were faced with the alterna- 
tive of finding work, or passing the most 
critical vears of their life in idleness—the 
foster parent of all evil. Since the Great 
War, too, youth had come tc suffer from a 
profound feeling of despondency, under which 
they refused to sit, and the whole world went 
dance mad and sport enthusiastic, involving 
an utterly unprecedented freedom of inter- 
coume between young ment and women. 
The young folk of to-day enjoyed the free. 
dom from control which would have seemed 
sheer anarchy to their grandfathers and 
grandmothers, The “ bright young things 
of this “brave new world’’ might quite un- 
consciously be preparing the way for the re- 
introducticn of the Purdah and the Yashmak, 
or, at least, the resurrection of Mrs. Grundy 
and the restoration of that terrible paternal 
tyranny which was the hall-mark of the Vic- 
torian age. Stranger things had happened.

The deliberations 
lasted for several hours, and at the con- 
clusion of the meeting 1t was stated that 
the strike notices would be withdrawn, and 
that a new agreement will be negotiated this 
week. It is tower with the aid of Mr. J. 
H. Craig, of the Ministry of Labour, as 
mediator, that an amicable settlement may 
be reached. A strike of carters in the 
city would soon go a long way towards 
paralysing its business.

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Two announcements have been made 
recently concerning the Free State’s broad- 
casting system.

No one ever really forgets his: first 
contact. with infinity, Usually it is made 
when the cursing—if he is old enough— 
schoolboy at last discovers that x equals 0 
above 0 in an equation that previously 
seemed to admit of no solution of any 
kind. With a sense of warm satisfaction 
he writes, “ therefore x equals 0,” and he 
does not understand one word of the 
teacher's explaantion that 0 above 0 equals 
infinity. For a long time this infinity 
drives him mad, like the will-o’-the-wisp, 
which always escapes just as it seems to 
have come within reach; and the pursuit 
continues until the lad is forced into a 
form which deals as best it can with higher 
mathematics. Here, after a bitter struggle, 
he learns to accept infinity as a necessary 
and imsoluble evil, like the hard core of 
unemployment; but he never looks upon 
i$ with real enthusiasm. To those who are 
thus afflicted the name of Sir William 
Bragg must have been of superlative 
importance during the past few days. It 
was rumoured that Sir William would put 
on view the absolute zero at the “ Very 
Low Temperatures ” Exhibition in the 
Science Museum, South Kensington; and 
for all practical—practical above all else— 
purposes the absolute zero might be 
adjudged infinity. At the opening of the 
exhibition, however, their hopes were 
shattered ; for, although Sir William had 
obtained something that was very very near 
the absolute, still there remained over that 
little extra something that meant all the 
difference beween comfortable comprehen- 
sion and maddening confusion. “' It is not 
an easy matter to get down to this natural 
zero,’ he explained, “ since to rid a 
selected body of all its heat is rather like 
emptying a bucket at the bottom of the 
sea.” He told his audience that rubber at 
such temperatures becomes as fragile as 
porcelain, and mercury becomes as solid as 
a hammer; and for these two statements 
one should be grateful. They, at least, are 
more tangible than the empty bucket at 
the bottom of the sea.

The Times, in a leading article to-day 
on Herr Hitler’s speech and the German 
military reoccupation of the Rhineland 
says:—A double zone of demilitarisation 
in the West may no longer be practicable, 
but the demand for equality is not the less 
reasonable in itself. Nor is the demand 
for full autonomy in the Memel territory, 
nor yet the condition that the Covenant 
shall be separated from the Versailles 
Treaty. The Covenant is the guardian of 
treaties, not treaties of the Covenant. 

There cannot, indeed, be two minds 
about the objective, for all the difficulties 
with which the method of presentation has 
hedged it at the moment. British opinion 
will be nearly unanimous in its desire to 
turn an untoward proceedng to account, 
and, far from weakening the régime of 
treaties, tq seize the opportunity of 
broadening and strengthening the collec- 
tive system which opens with the German 
offer of re-entry. What upholds the 
League serves French, no les than 
British, interests. More than that. 
Where French security is at stake 
the two are ‘found to coincide. It 
is one of the self-evident facts of 
Europe, over and above specific under- 
takings, that any threat to French or 
Belgian territory engages Britain. If this 
was not clear formerly, it is clear to the 
great majority in this island now, though 
the truth was already explicit in the 
Locarno Treaty itself. 

The whole meaning of collective 
security has gained in clarity through ex- 
Ean The lead which this country 
as given has enabled the collective 
system, incompletely manned as it is, to 
show a vigour which has discomfited its 
enemies and some of its former friends. 
But for recent British determination in 
support of the League is it conceivable 
that such an offer as that which Herr 
Hitler has made would now lie upon the 
table? France and Britain alike have 
reason for indignation and food for sus- 
picions, but, since neither stands alone, 
they have the more power, even 
they are faced with an admitted offence 
against the law of Europe, to take a 
steady measure of the undertakings which 
Germany has offered in extenuation.

A Potato Shortage 


Official figures of the Potato Marketing 
Board confirm the impression that the 
available supply of main crop potatoes 
wil) fall short of requirements, but the 
shortage is of smaller extent than was 
at one time feared. The supply is placed 
at 977,000 tons, and the estimated con 
sumption form the time the figures were 
taken until the end of the season “is ca! 
culated to be about 1,040,000 tons. The 
insufficiency is because the average yield 
in Great Britain in 1935 was somewhat 
below the normal. Any deficiency of 
supplies is to be made good from outside 
sources, but it is possible that this necessity 
will not arise.

HITLER’S SPEECH TO 
REICHSTAG 


eo 
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At mid-day on Saturday Hitler entered 
the Reichstag. His speech, which was 
widely broadcast, was addressed both to 
the people of Germany and the peoples of 
Europe. 

He began by setting out the difficult 
position of Germany since the war, 
emphasised that that closely populated and 
hard-working. nation had no more desire 
for war than any other, and that the world 
had an interest in solving the German 
problem, 

Recalling his fight against Bolshevism, 
he described Europe as being divided into 
two halves, one half of independent States 
bound to Germany for ever by history and 
culture, and the other half bound by an 
intolerant Bolshevist philosophy claiming 
international rule. He opposed any co- 
operation with Russia, as it led to 
Bolshevism. 

It was regrettable that, after all Ger- 
many s efforts to come to terms with 
France, France should conclude the 
Russian pact, which was the beginning 
and not the end. All his proposals to 
lessen the tension, except the Anglo- 
German Naval Pact, which was a real 
restriction of armaments, had been 
rejected. 


CONTRARY TO PACT 


The Franco-Russian Pact was much more 
serious than the other pacts France had 
concluded. Soviet Russia was the champion 
of a Bolshevist world outlook. Would this 
spread to France, and would Paris become 
a Moscow ? 

After describing the Soviet. armaments, 
Hitler declared that the giant armaments 
of Russia were in contradiction to the 
spirit of the Locarno.Pact. Hitler then 
read the Note he had sent to the Powers, 
in which he declared that: 

The Franco-Russian Pact was solely 
directed against Germany ; 

France undertook by it obligations going 
far beyond the Covenant, and claimed the 
right to decide herself who was the 
aggressor ; 

‘he pact enabled France to act as if 
neither the League nor Locarno were in 
existence. 


PURELY DEFENSIVE 


Amid a terrific outburst of cheering

FFICIAL guarters in London are not 
(disposed to comment on the German 
violation of the Versailles and Locarno 
Treaties until the situation has been con- 
sidered by the Cabinet, writes the Press 
Association Diplomatic Correspondent. 

Political observers outside official ranks 
feel that the Government cannot have been 
altogether taken by surprise. The 
rumours which have been in circulation 
for some weeks that German troops were 
about to enter the prohibited zone became 
exceedingly strong in the middle of last 
week 

British politicians are impressed: chiefly 
by two aspects of the new development. 
One is the denunciation of the Locarno 
Treaty. Breaches of Versailles by Ger- 
many have long lost their novelty. 
The violation of Locarno, which was 
signed seven years after the war, is a 
much more serious matter. 

The only legal method of altering or 
abrogating the Treaty is for the Council 
of the League, after three months’ notice 
given by one of the signatories, to vote by 
a two-thirds majority that the Treaty 
shall cease to have effect one year after 
the vote is taken. Germany, by taking 
the law into her own hands on the issue 
of Locarno, provokes doubts about her 
willingness to abide by solemn under- 
takings. 

This aspect of the situation causes grave 
anxiety, even among those who sympathise 
with the German attitude towards the 
penal clauses of Versailles. 

The other feature of the German 
announcement which impregses British 
politicians is the seriés of suggestions 
made by Herr Hitler ‘regarding the 
future. They are regarded as sufficiently 
constructive to deserve consideration. 
Much is likely to be heard of them once 
the interested Governments have recovered 
from the shock of the denunciation of 
Locarno.

VESSELS AGROUND OFF 
- ROSSLARE

From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
ROSSLARE HARBOUR, ' 
Sunday Night. 


HERE were thrilling rescue scenes off 
the (South Wexford coast to-night, 
when the Rosslare Harbour lifeboat was 
called out to the assistance of the steamer 
Wexfordian, which, since yesterday week, 
has been ashore on a sandbank seven 
miles north-east of the Rosslare Light- 
house. : 

The lifeboat, under Coxswain James 
Wickham, fought ite way to'the stranded 
steamer through heavy seas and a blinding 
storm of sleet. Waves were continually 
breaking over the lifeboat, and she had to 
be steered through the many sandbanks 
in the vicinity with the asd of a search- 
light: With great skill the crew managed 
to mancuvre alongside the. Wexfordian, 
and nine members of the crew were taken 
off. 
Interviewed after the return to Rosslare 
Harbour, Mr. W. J. Moncas, Honorary 
Secretary of the Lifeboat Institution, 
Rosslare, who had accompanied the life- 
boat to the rescuc,- said that when the 
boat reached the steamer the crew of the 
latter were standing on deck with some 
of their belongings, 


THE SHIP’S CAT 


One sailor had the ship’s cat in his 
arms, and, said Mr. Moncas, he appeared 
to be more anxious about the cat's safety 
than his own. One by one the men were 
lowered into the lifeboat, but when it 
came to the turn of the captain of the 
steamer, Captain Peter McGrath, to enter 
the lifeboat he refused to leave the ship. 
The chief engineer, Mr. J. Kelly, a native 
of Dublin, also decided to stay on-board, 
and his decision was followed by the mate. 
Mr. Michael Moran, and the Wexford 
pict, Mr. John Harpur, who was on 

oard. The lifeboat left when it was 
found impossible to alter the decision of 
the captain and the others. 

The rescued men are :-—Second Engineer 
Michael Ryan, Seeond Mate J. Saunders, 
G. Dickson. P. Brown, J. Rowe, J. 
Tierney, J. Redmond,' and N. Whitty, 
and the cook, Mr. J. Kehoe. Fireman 
Whitty was rescued only about a month 
ago from the steamer Elsie Annie. 


EXPLOSION AVERTED 


Fireman Tierney, interviewed in the 
house of Mr. W. Moncas, where they 
have been temporarily accommodated, said 
that the crown of the steamer’s starboard 
boiler had fallen down and that the port 
boiler was also in a bad way, and while 
he was on duty in the engine-room one of 
the crowns collapsed and.an explosion 
seemed inevitable. The fires were imme- 
diately raked out. 

On arrival at the house of Mr. Moncas 
the men were exhausted after their ten 
days’ ordeal, but all of them were sorry 
to have been forced to abandon their ship, 
though they had done everything possibl 
to save her. 

Coxswain Wickham, of the lifeboat, said 
that, in the remote hope that the vessel 
would float, the captain and others had 
decided to remain on board. They had 
refused to leave, in spite of all attempts 
at persuasion. 

Heavy seas broke over the vessel all 
night, and the lifeboat crew stood by. 

The members of the lifeboat crew are 
besides the coxswain: Thomas Wickham 
(mechanic), J. Wickham (assistant 
mechanic), Leonard Hammond (wireless 
operator), Richard Walsh, James Wick- 
ham, Walter Barry and Raymond 
Wickham. 


ENGINES USELESS 

Seaman Brown, in the course of an inter- 
view, said that the Wexfordian had been 
shifted about twenty-five feet from the 
place on which she first grounded, but that 
without steam in her boilers it was now 
impossible to drive her engines, and con- 
sequently her propeller would be useless 
in any attempt made to float her. There 
was, however, a slender chance that her 
winches could be nsed to get her into 
deeper water. 

There was, he said, a great deal of water 
in one of her bunkers, and it was impos- 
sible to punip it clear. 

To-night the ninth unsuccessful attempt 
was made to re-float the three-masted 
auxiliary engined schooner, Crest, which 
was driven on to the beach at Rosslare 
Harbour also on yesterday week. 

At low tide the crew shovelled the sand 
from under the keel of the Crest, and 
when it was high-water the ship’s engines 
were driven full-speed ahead, but the 
schooner refused to move. 

Captain William Bent and his crew of 
five still are on board the vessel, and it is 
being kept under observation by the 
Rosslare Harbour coast life-saving crew, 
under Mr. John Murphy, and the Rosslare 


Harbour Civic Guards, under Sergeant 
McGrath.

DENTAL SURGEONS’ 
EVIDENCE

HE trial of Dr. Buck Ruxton on a 
T charge of murdering his wife, Isabella 

Ruxton, between September [4 and Sep- | 
tember 29, 1935, was continued before Mr. 
Justice Singleton at the Manchester Assizes 
on Saturday. Dr. Ruxton had pleaded not 
guilty. 

Mrs, Rogerson, Mary Rogerson's  step- 
mother, was recalled by Mr.. Birkett (for 
the defence). She said that she did not 
remember on which hand or finger Mary 
Rogerson wore a ring. It was a cheap, gold- 
coloured ring. Mary had it on when she 
saw her. 

Mrs. Oxley and Mrs. Smith, who had been 
employed at the house as charwomen, were 
recalled. Both stated that they had not seen 
Mary Rogerson wear a ring. 

Samuel Fawcett, de.tal surgeon, stated that 
in December, 1932, he cxtracted four teeth 
from Mary Rogerson. 

In cross-examination he said that Dr. Rux- 
ton had asmsisted him as anesthetist at ex- 
tractions.. - 

Mr. Birkett—It is a prob:bility that Blood 
would get upon the clothes?~—Yes, a slight 
amount. 

Mr. Jackson (for the prosecution)}—When 
a tooth is being drawn where does the per- 
son stand who is giving the anesthetic ’— 
Usually behind the patient. 

Have you ever had yqur clothes soaked in 
blood ?—I would hardly put ic that way. I 
have had a good deal on one or two occasions. 

Can you recollect any occasion when the 
doctor was there that there was anything 
like that?—1 cannot recollect. 

John Dhistlewaite, dental surgeon, of Great 
John street, Lancaster, said that he attended 
Mrs. Ruxton in October, 1933. and fitted her 
with a denture containing three teeth on the 
left of the upper jaw. The denture was 
secured in the mouth with a gold-cased wire 
clasp round the next tooth on each side. He 
attended her again on February 6, 1934. and 
extracted one tooth at the right of the lower 
jaw. 

. Mr. Birkett—Has the doctor assisted you 
in operations on other patients ?—Quite fre 
quently. 

Frank Eason, painter and decorator, Selby 
Drive, .Lancaster, stated that in May of last 
year, he did some painting work at Dr. 
Ryxton’s house, but had no instructions to 
Stairease. Towards the end of 
September he called for payment of the 
account, and the doctor asked him to do the 


staircase. Between October 2 and October 6 
he saw the doctor, who asked him if he re- 


membered his mentioning the devoration of | 


the ‘staircase in the early part of May, When 
he replied ' No Dr. Ruxton said: '' Don't 
you see, they are saying that I brought you 
ito decorate my staircase to. cover up blood- 
Stains, as I have done a murder?” 

The hearing was adjourned.

DDRESSING Wexford District (om. 
hairle Ceanntair Fianna Fail here to- 


day, Dr. James Ryan, Minister foi 
Agriculture, referred to recent incidents con 
cerning land acquisition in the county. H: 
said that it was felt when land legislation 
was being considered that the Minister should 
not have any discretion in the selection of 
land or the allottees. The present Opposition 
in the Dail was. much keener on this prin- 
ciple than Fianna Fail, and consequently the 
power, of. selection remains entirely in the 
hands of the Land Commissioners. and th 
Mivister had no power of veto. The Com- 
missioners were bound to: relieve congestion, 
and there was a general demand all over th: 
country for.land.. To. get a comprehensive 
survey of the position there was a genera! 
order for inspectors to report on the large! 
wreas of land suitable for acquisition 
Recently an inspector was sent to deal 
with South Wexford, and he reported 
on holdings which he believed 
might come within the category 
The practice of the Land Commission was to 
serve an order on the owner of such land, 
saving that the inspectors would call to make 
a report on the lands to the Commissioners. 
If the report showed the holding was properly 
worked from a agricultural point of view 
and if not absolutely essential for relief cf 
congestion, no further action would be taken 
In the particular instance referred to, notice 
was served on certain holders intimating 
that the Commissioners proposed acquiring 
the holdings. This was done in error. In 
fact, the Commissioners could not legally 
act on such notice, and, as soon as the Com- 
missioners were made aware of the mistake, 
an explanation was sent to the owners, while, 
in the cases of these farmers who were sub- 
jected to undue annoyance, it would be ad- 
mitted that. redress did nét necessarily come 
from political propaganda. 


COAL-CATTLE PACT 


The recent coal-cattle pact with Britain, he 
said, came in for dishonest criticism, and 
the. Government were told that they should 
make a full and complete settlement with 
Britain. Last year, when the coal-cattle 
pact was first made, Fine Gael had not a 
single word of criticism, but agreed with 
it, and described it as a sign of 
returning sanity. This present pact was an 
extension of that, but the Opposition 
was now against it. The saving on export 
bounties would be devoted to helping agri 
cultural produce, thereby effecting a bette: 
price. He admitted that there were objec 
ions to taking all British coal. But it was 
impossible to get advantages without gi 
ing something in return.
